LOCAL WOOD MEETINGS: From time to time two wood collectors get together — and 
hence a meeting. Occasionally a CAWMC Chapter have a more formal meeting. Such 
was the case during the Toronto International Coin Fair in Toronto on November 10, 
1984. Approximately 35 persons attended. The main speakers were John Curtis and 
Don Robb. It was suggested that now, because of the number of Canadian woods 
produced, that many collectors are specializing. Their collections take on a 
number of forms: a specific province(s), region, theme (eg. Christmas), commercial 
wood, 'Good For' wood, etc., etc. Due to the limted number produced of some wood 
(and not only the early issues) it is impossible for every collector to obtain every 
wood. (Ed. note: But it is fun trying!) A few collectors are now collecting only 
Signed woods. Others collect certain designs, eg. Boy Scout wood. One topic 
resurfaced at the meeting. What is and what is not a wooden nickel. Does it have 
to say 'wooden nickel' on it? Does it have to have a value on it? Must it be 
redeemable? There are some obvious 'wooden souvenirs.' There exists wood that 
one collector feels fits into his collection and his/her perception of a wooden 
nickel, but another collector thinks of the item merely as a souvenir. This issue 
will never be resolved - because people (i.e. collectors) are different and have 
Ge different views. In the end we will collect what we want to collect. When wood 
is issued we like to see quality and quantity (so that they are reasonable available 


to collectors). A 37 lot auction was held after the meeting. » 
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It was pointed out that about 335 new Canadian woods are produced each year.

Ontario Chapter will hold another meeting during the TICF in Toronto on Saturday 

March 23rd in the afternoon. More details should be available in the March issue.
